Allowances bt the Coubt to Real Estate Agents. — Believing that it 
will be of interest to bench and bar of the state to know of the rule estab- 
lished by the Chancery Court of the City of Richmond in the matter of 
allowances to real estate agents, we print in full an order entered by that 
court: 

"The Bar Association of the City of Richmond having brought to the at- 
tention of this Court the matter of the allowances now made by the Court 
to real estate agents in certain cases, and also the matter of the rebate or 
discount now allowed to the said agents by the newspapers on bills for 
advertising the sales of real estate under the orders of the Court; and the 
Court having heard those matters discussed at its bar by attorneys repre- 
senting said Bar Association and the said real estate agents, respectively, 
and having maturely considered the same, doth now adjudge and order as 
follows : 

"The Court doth establish the following as a schedule or tariff of max- 
imum allowances which will be made from and after the 1st day of May, 
1899, and until otherwise ordered by the Court, to real estate agents for 
their services — 

" ( 1 ) to this Court or to Special Commissioners, Receivers, Trustees, and 
all other persons acting under the orders of this Court, and 

"(2) to Executors, Administrators, and other Fiduciaries who derive 
their authority from this Court or who are required by law or by any order 
of this Court to report their accounts as such or the accounts of such sales 
to this Court for its action, and 

" ( 3 ) to Trustees in deeds of trust when such trustees are required to 
sell subject to the approval of this Court or to report their sales to this 
Court for its action, and 

"(4) in all cases not herein enumerated in which this Court shall be 
called on to fix the compensation of said real estate agents, — 
in connection with all sales of real estate made on or after the 1st day of 
May, 1899, wherein such real estate agents shall act as agents, and not 
merely as criers of the property, viz: 

"When the purchase price (not for each piece, but for all the property sold 
under the same decree) is Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00) or under, a 
commission of one and one-half per centum on the purchase price; 

"When such purchase price exceeds Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00), 
but does not exceed Fifteen Thousand Dollars ($15,000.00), a fee of Sev- 
enty-five Dollars ($75.00) and a commission of one and one-fourth per centum 
on each One Thousand Dollars, or fractional part thereof, in excess of Five 
Thousand Dollars; 

"When such purchase price exceeds Fifteen Thousand Dollars ($15,000.00) 
but does not exceed Twenty-five Thousand Dollars ($25,000.00), a fee of

Two Hundred Dollars ($200.00) and a commission of one per centum on 
each One Thousand Dollars, or fractional part thereof, in excess of Fifteen 
Thousand Dollars; 

"When such purchase price exceeds Twenty-five Thousand Dollars ($25,- 
000.00) but does not exceed Fifty Thousand Dollars ($50,000.00), a fee of 
Three Hundred Dollars ($300.00) and a commission of three-fourths of one 
per centum on each One Thousand Dollars, or fractional part thereof, in 
excess of Twenty-five Thousand Dollars; 

"When such purchase price exceeds Fifty Thousand Dollars ($50,000.00), 
a fee of Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00), unless some other fee shall be 
agreed on between the agent and the officer of the Court, with the approval 
of the Court, in advance of the sale; 

"When the service rendered is merely that of crying the property, a fee of 
Ten Dollars. 

"It is further ordered that from and after the 1st day of May, 1899, and 
until otherwise ordered by the Court, the Court will allow to real estate 
agents whatever rebate or discount (not exceeding twenty-five per centum) 
may be allowed to said agents by the newspapers on bills for advertising the 
sale of any real estate which may be sold on or after the 1st day of May, 
1899, under any order of this Court, or by Executors, Administrators, and 
other Fiduciaries who derive their authority from this Court or who are 
required by law or by any order of this Court to report their accounts as 
such or the accounts of such sales to this Court for its action, or by Trus- 
tees in deeds of trust when such trustees are required to sell subject to the 
approval of this Court or to report their sales to this Court for its action, 
and in all cases not herein enumerated in which this Court shall be called 
on to determine the right of said real estate agents to receive such rebate 
or discount ; provided, the bill for said advertising shall have been actually 
paid by said real estate agent, and shall not have been refunded to him 
within ninety days from the day of sale by any person, nor received by him 
within that time from the proceeds of said sale." 



Corporations — Lost Certificates op Stock — Va. Code 1904, Sec. 
1105E (37) and (38).— See. 1135 of the Code of 1887 provided how a new 
certificate of stock in a corporation might be issued when the former one 
was lost. This section was repealed, Acts 1904, p. 370, and ther? seems 
now to be no provision concerning the re-issuing of lost certificates except 
sec. 1105e (37 and 38), Va. Code 1904. These sections refer only to cer- 
tificates of stock in corporations organized under the act concerning cor- 
porations, which became a law May 21, 1903, thus leaving unprovided for 
reissuing of lost certificates of stock in corporations organized prior to the 
act last mentioned.

Meegee of Cobpobations, Va. Code, Sec. 1105e (41). — The following 
order entered by the, Corporation Commission January 27, 1905, is interest- 
ing as illustrative of a new procedure: 

In re. The merger of the Virginia Beneficial and Insurance Company 
with the Tidewater Mutual Aid Association of Virginia as a consolidated 
corporation under the name of the Virginia Beneficial and Insurance Com- 
pany, Incorporated. 

This day there was presented to the State Corporation Commission two 
certificates by the Virginia Beneficial and Insurance Company and the Tide- 
water Mutual Aid Association of Virginia, respectively signed, executed and 
acknowledged by the president and secretary of each of said two corpora- 
tions with the respective corporate seals, attested by the secretary of each 
corporation, affixed thereto, said certificates being accompanied by an agree- 
ment bearing date the 30th day of December, 1904, and properly executed 
by the officers of the said two corporations; said certificates and agreement 
having for their object to effect a merger and consolidation of the capital 
stock, franchises, property and business of the said two corporations into 
one consolidated, or merged corporation to be known as the Virginia Bene- 
ficial and Insurance Company, Incorporated. And it appearing from the 
said papers that the said agreement was entered into between the boards of 
directors of the two said corporations; and that it was submitted to the 
stockholders of each of the said two corporations and separately at meet- 
ings called and held as required by law, and that at each of said meetings 
on votes taken by ballot more than a majority of the entire capital stock of 
each of said two corporations respectively was cast in each of said meet- 
ings in favor of said agreement, consolidation and merger; and it further 
appearing from said papers that all of the requirements of sec. 41 of chap- 
ter 5 of An Act of the General Assembly of Virginia, entitled "An Act 
Concerning Corporations," which became a law on the 21st day of May, 
1903, have been complied with by the said two corporations and that the 
charter fee required by law has been paid: 

The State Corporation Commission doth certify that it has ascertained 
and doth now declare that the said two corporations, the Virginia Bene- 
ficial and Insurance Company, created by an order entered by the Corpora- 
tion Court of the City of Norfolk, and the Tidewater Mutual Aid Associa- 
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tion of Virginia, created by an order entered by the Corporation Court of 
the City of Newport News, have complied with the requirements of the 
law, and have entitled themselves to a merger and consolidation of the said 
two corporations, the single and new corporation so created by merger and 
consolidation to be known under and by the name of the Virginia Beneficial 
and Insurance Company, Incorporated, in accordance with the terms and 
provisions^ and subject to all the conditions contained in the said agree- 
ment or articles of consolidation bearing date the 30th day of December, 
1904, to the same extent as if the said agreement were now herein tran- 
scribed in full. And the said single consolidated corporation, the Virginia 
Beneficial and Insurance Company, Incorporated, is declared to be created 
pursuant to the provisions relating to merger and consolidation of corpor- 
ations in the said Act of the General Assembly of Virginia entitled, "An 
Act Concerning Corporations," which became a law on the 21st day of 
May, 1903, and to have all the powers and privileges conferred and be sub- 
ject to all conditions and restrictions imposed by law. 

And the said certificates presented to the Commission by the said two 
constituent corporations, together with the said agreement, are with this 
order, certified to the Secretary of the Commonwealth for record as re- 
quired by law.
